Burners Return

Soaring utility bills have 
brought back a relic from 
the American past — the 
wood-burning stove which 
can cut heating costs sig­ 
nificantly. 
Pot-bellied cast iron stoves 
and other models that were 
America’s favorites many 
years ago are rolling off the 
assembly line again and 
selling as fast as they can be 
shipped. 
Riding the crest of the 
boom is the Atlanta Stove 
Works, headquartered in an 
old redbrick building in a 
section of A tlanta little 
changed since the turn of the 
century. The stove works 
began operations in 1889 and 
has been owned by the same 
Atlanta family since the 
1890s — “over 85 years of 
knowing how,’’ as the com­ 
pany’s motto puts it. 


“It’s fantastic what’s hap­ 
pened not only here but 
nationw ide,” says sales 
manager Murray Frizzelle. 
“ The energy crisis has 
caused this thing. Our sales 
have more than doubled in 
three years. We expect 
another increase next year.” 
At one time, the Atlanta 
Stove Works was two years 
behind on orders for its 
woodburning stoves. With 
expansion and automation, it 
has caught up and now can 
ship out an order about two 
weeks after it is received. 
The exception is its four- 
holer wood cook stove, which 
comes equipped with an 
oven and a warmer. This 
stove that graced the kit­ 
chens of many American 
homes in the 1800s is still on 
allocation; that is, dealers 
can get only a lim ited 
number. In style and design 
it is much the same as it was 


—Crime Alert—- 
Burglaries Can 
Be Prevented 


BY PAM TROBOY 
More than three million burglaries were committed 
in the U.S. last year. 
Plano recorded 414 burglaries during that period and 
police have already received 447 confirmed reports 
during the first IO months of this year. 
Local authorities believe that this increase is caused 
in part by citizens who leave their property unsecured. 
About 52 percent of Plano’s residential burglaries 
involve an open or unlocked door or window, and 89 
percent of residential 
thefts 
involve unsecured 
property. 
As the Federal Bureau of Investigation notes, 
burglary is a crime of stealth and opportunity; and the 
Plano Police Dept, would like to eliminate the 
burglar’s easy opportunity. 
Unlocked doors and windows make entry simple to 
even the least experienced burglar and the lack of 
interest and concern of neighbors helps insure time to 
work, police say. Obvious signs of absence also give 
burglars the confidence that they can work un­ 
disturbed. 
After a burglary has occurred, a delay in reporting 
losses makes police work more difficult, a department 
spokesman pointed out. If a resident is unable to 
describe the stolen items, officers also have difficulty 
in recovering the property. 
“Most people make it easy for burglars to work,” he 
said, “but a little extra care and thought can reduce 
your chance of becoming a target for burglars.’ 
To make your home safe from burglars, Plano police 
recommend the following procedures. 
GET NEW LOCKS or have tumblers reset when you 
move into a home that has been occupied. You have no 
way of knowing who has keys to your door. 
DON’T HIDE KEYS outside the door. If you can hide 
it, a burglar can find it. If you want an extra key 
nearby, leave one with a trusted neighbor. 
HAVE GOOD, SAFE LOCKS on all doors 
Use 
auxiliary deadbolt locks on all exterior doors and lock 
the doors whenever you go out. 
INSTALL AN ALARM that can be used to detect 
entry or smoke. Post a notice on doors and windows 
that your residence has an alarm. 
DON’T LET STRANGERS INTO YOUR HOME. Use 
a peephole or talk-through device. Ask for iden­ 
tification, people on legitimate business will be glad to 
show identification. 
REPORT BROKEN STREET LIGHTS in your 
neighborhood. Well-lit areas discourage burglars by 
taking away their hiding places. 
DON’T 
LEAVE 
HOUSE 
AND 
CAR 
KEYS 
TOGETHER with attendants at public parking lots. 
Your house keys can be quickly duplicated and your 
address obtained from your plate number. 
DON’T GIVE INFORMATION to strangers on the 
phone. On wrong-number calls don’t tell the caller your 
number and report continued wrong numbers to the 
phone company. 
USE METAL GRILLWORK on glass in entrance 
doors and decorative side glass to prevent burglars 
from breaking the glass and reaching inside to open the 
door. 
REPORT TO POLICE any strangers loitering in 
your neighborhood or people asking strange or vague 
questions about your neighbors and their whereabouts.

Atlanta Stove Works is 
probably one of the top three 
manufacturers of coal and 
burners nationally, Frizzelle 
said. But he declined to give 
any information on dollar 
volume or the number of 
stoves sold. 
The wood and coal burners 
are sold mostly to rural 
customers, he said, 
with 
urban householders buying 
them as backups to their oil 
or electric heating systems, 
and to cut utility bills. 
“A woman called me from 
Hixson, Tenn., the other 
day,” Frizzelle said. “She 
told me she had one of our 
thermostatically controlled 
autom atic wood burners.

D EA R D B. — Stains on marble should be removed 


immediately. You might try using a pad soaked v.ith 
hydrogen peroxide OR full strength ammonia. Cover 
pad with glass or plastic so as to prevent evaporation. It 
may take anywhere from one hour to a couple of days to 
draw out the stain. Take care when doing this, and I 
suggest wearing rubber gloves. Any finish on the marble 
will be removed so it will require repolishing — PO LLY.

The outfit 
makes more than a million 
“ Victor” mouse traps a year 
in a tidy little factory. 
“ You know, mousetraps 
are not basically an impulse 
item,” said John Reid, a

o f f i c i a l . 
“ People 
don’t 
buy 
them 
unless they need them. They 
shop for price. Ours are 
cheaper.” 
They cost about 25 cents. 
Woodstream also makes 
sporting goods and other 
products, but long after the 
brick building has crumbled 
Woodstream will be remem ­ 
bered for its mousetraps. 
John Mast is the father of 
the modern mousetrap. In 
1890 he answered a challenge 
from a friend and developed 
the wood and spring device 
that is so effective in killing 
mice and rats. 
He opened his factory in 
Lititz around 
1905, 
and 
shortly after Oneida Corp. 
bought him out, creating the 
Victor Mouse T rap

Football Puts North Texas in Spotlight

DENTON, Tex. (U P I) — It’s not that Jitter Nolan is 
pleased with t£e way of things. 
He just accepts it. 
Like most academicans, deep down he must deplore 
the fact that few citizens know anything about an in­ 
stitution of higher learning except what happens at the 
stadium on Saturday. 
“ I’ve been traveling around the country of late,” said 
Nolan, president of North Texas State University. 
“ And people are still talking about our victory over 
Tennessee. 
“ I would like to think that this is not the only way to 
judge a university. But it is a fact that many people 
don’t know anything about a school except what its 
football team is accomplishing. 
“ And if that is the way people are going to judge a 
school, I guess no other university in the country has 
made as much progress than we have this year.” 
Having determined that football is essential to the 
public recognition of a major university, Nolan now 
faces the task of keeping the school’s team at the level 
it reached during 1975 — which was a 7-4 record with 
the most difficult schedule in the school’s history. 
And to do that he feels he must make certain he keeps 
his current head coach — Hayden Fry — and fend off 
NCAA thoughts of reducing North Texas, with a 17,000 
enrollment, 
to 
“ small 
college” 
status 
at 
the 
organization’s January convention in St. Louis. 


Keeping the coach should not be all that big a 
problem, although Fry has done some sword rattling in 
advance of firm contract discussions with Nolan. 
“ I ’m not shopping around,” said Fry, who came to 
North Texas three seasons ago after being fired at 
Southern Methodist. 


“ But I would be a fool not to listen to any offers. And I 
have been contacted by three schools already this year. 
I’m going to at least listen to them. 
Fry indicates memories of his experience at SMU 
leave him cautious about turning down new op­ 


portunities. 
“ I was made some promises before” he said “ And 
then with two years left on my contract I get fired with 
a 7-4 team. 
“ But, really, my goal now is to develop North Texas 
into the top independent team in this part of the country 


(there are few independents around the area since 
Houston became a member of the Southwest Con­ 
ference) and that is a realistic goal.” 
Nolan feels it is just a matter of time before the one 
year remaining on F ry’s four-year contract is torn up 


and a new contract is signed in its place. 
“ I ’m not even going to think that Hayden would move 
on,” Nolan said. “ I’m going to do everything I can to 
keep him here. I ’d say we would have something set­ 
tled by Christmas. 
“ I knew it would be difficult for him to do the job here 
and that he would need support. And, by golly, this 
whole school has turned around 


“ Never have I seen such a resurgency in a school so 
epitomized by a winning football team. And I think you 
can attribute it to that.” 
And on the assumption Nolan retains his coach over 
the long term, he must next try to dissuade the NCAA 
from lowering North Texas State on the prestige lad 
der. 
At the NCAA convention a proposal will be made to 
reduce the number of “ major college” teams and place 
them in Division I. Another division — 1-A — would be 
created and several teams now considered major 
college will be placed in that group. 
“ We are trying to convince the NCAA that we are the 
leading independent anywhere in the Southwest area,” 
said Nolan. “ And this must be taken into consideration 
when they are making their decision.” 
Nolan feels if the North Texas State football team is 
reduced to “ minor” status, the feeling will generate 
among the populous that the entire school is minor. And 
that is a belief he is committed to fight.
